An Important Treaty Sealed with a Bnttom 


—Origin of the "Lone Star" in the Banner 
of Texas. 
At the time the "Treaty of Washing- 


ton." with England was signed in our 
national capital, in May, 1871, when 
one of the messengers at the State De- 
partment was asking each of the High 
Commissioners for his seal to affix to 
the document, the five Englishmen, ol 
course, had seals, which they gave him 
to use, and some of our five Commis- 
sioners had them also : bnt it is as- 
serted by one who ought to know that 
Judge Hoar, of Massachusetts, when 
asked, for his seal, answered, "I have 
none, but this will do," and took oil 
one of his sleeve buttons and handed 
that to the colorad messenger of the 
State Department who was impressing 
the seals upon the was, and it was 
used for that purpose. 


On being told the above story the 


wiiter asked at the State Departmen 
lately to see the ordinal Treaty o 
Washington, and was shown it, anc 
while the wax has chipped so much on 
some of the seals in the course of time 
•that their devices are nearly obliterated 
it is easy to see that more than one o 
our Commissioners did not use a regu- 
lar seal, bnt a button, or something 
similar. 
In connection with curious things 


which have been used as seals when 
one made for the purpose was lacking, 
t is told that the "lone star" in the 
banner of Texas originated in that 
way. When she was struggling (many 
years before wo annexed her) for inde- 
>endence, on one occasion some of. 
hose earnestly interested in her behall 
were preparing a document to be sent 
lere to General Jackson while he was 
President, and when it was concluded, 
one 
gentleman 
remarked: 
"This 


needs 
a 
seal, 
and 
we 
have 


none." 
To which another instantly 


answered: "We 
will use this for 


a seal." And pouring melted wax on 
the paper, he stamped it with one ol 
the military buttons cut from his coat, 
which button having; a single star upon 
it, that became Ae emblem ot the 
State. 
John 
Quincy Adams, in August, 


1831, mentioned in his diary receiving 
a note from Mr. Madison (the ex- 
/President), and adds. "The seal was 
the initials of his narao and the motto, 
•Vcr'itas non verba majrUtri.' " 


John Quincy Ad.xms while President 


wrote the following as to another seal 
he designed, and criticises the use now 
so common in ladies' ornaments of re- 
pno-naat objects, such as snakes, etc., 
for°any such purpose. 
"Mr. Dickins, 


Secretary to the Columbian Institute, 
brought" me, to examine, designs for 
a seal and diploma for that society, 
well drawn, and which, suggesting 
some alterations, I approved. 
They 


have not adopted the device I had pro- 
posed for a seal, but propose m its 
stead a 
hissing rattlesnake 
coiled 


round a book, to which I objected as 
odious imagery; and instead of the 
classical motto from Horace: "Lucent 
sidera nautis,' with the ship, they havo 
discarded the ship, and substituted for 
the motto: 'Favenfc astra,' which I dis- 
approved as borrowed from the fahe 
science of judicial astrology, and there- 
fore inappropriate to an institution for 
the promotion of true sc.ence. On 
this, as on the former occasion of the 
pediment to the cnpitol, I observe the 
extreme diversities in the sentiments of 
learned and ingenious men upon mat- 
ters of taste and invent on. My devices 
for the seal and motto were, in my own 
self-conceit, ingenious, classical, cle- 
t/ant and appropriate,but no one thought 
them so except myself, and they have 
taken in its stead a serpent sibilant, 
which would be an excellent emblem 
for the House of Representatives at 
this time, but in my judgment a very 
absurd i ns for a learned and literarv 
institution; and instead of 'the stars ot 
Horace 
illuminating the manner's 


night, they have the stars of judicial 
astrology'favoring the deadly venom o) 
the 
rattlesnake"—Washington Cor.

Wo wonder whether the eyesight of

When petroleum was discovered some 
years a"-o in Pennsylvania, coal oil be- 
pame tfie light of the people, and so 
continues where sulphurated hydro- 
gen o-as is not robe had and frequently 
where it is. For a time it looked, how- 
ever as if the electric light was to su- 
persede everything else, but present 
indications are more encouraging for 
o-as and the truacherous petroleum 
or coal oil with which our houses are 
brilliantly lighted and the servant girl 
so frequently blown up while lighting 
the kitchen fires with it. At any rate 
our people demand brighter lights than 
older heads did in their childhood, and 
would flatly rebel at going back to an 
apartment 1't with the home-made tal- 
low dip which sufficed in the simpler 
and le«s exacting times forty or hfty 
vears ao-o. It wds not an uncommon 
thing within the recollection of older 
people to hear statesmen and scholars 
speak of the rudiments of fine educa- 
tions acquired by the lights of kitchen 
fires where even the modest home- 
made tallow candle was too expensive 
a luxury for the cabins on the frontiers. 
We believe the eyes of the past genera- 
tion really were better than to-day, or 
thev could not have put np without 
complaint with the lights which were 
thought sufficient in the long ago.—

Tlie Frospectlre Progress of the Working 


Classes During the Next Century. 


The great English statistical writer, 


William Giffen produced a rccnt papei 
on "The Progress of the Working 
Classes." which he introduced with a 
brief general survey of a number o) 
very valuable statistics concerning the 
comparative progress of different parts 
of the world, and especially of the dif- 
ferent countries of Europe, during 
the last hundred 
years. 
Th« re- 


searches of a French statistician, M, 
filoreau de Jc-nneq, have made this pos- 
sible; and from tlie caroStilly eompired 
tables of that writer Mr. Giffen is able 
to show such significant facts as these. 
That the population of Europ* has in- 
creased in a hundred years from 145.- 
000,000 to 350,000,000, or, if the peopfc 
of European race settled oat 
ol 


Europe be added, to 420,000,00% jli»t 
the English race has multiplied two- 
fold, the Russian fourfold, the German 
two-and-a-baH-fold. 
and the othei 


races of Europe in a smaller propor. 
tion, Italy having nearly doubled, and 
Prance and Spain having added onlj 
about fifty per cent to their pop.ula» 
tion in a Hundred years. 
The actual 


effects of these varying rates of mcreaw 
upon political power are obvious; and 
still more obvious is their prospective 
effect. 
Circumstances may modify th« 


result to a certain extent, but on the 
whole there is not much reason to 
doubt, as Mr. Giffen puts it, that "in 
another century th«re will be nearly 
800 000,000 of the British race (with 
the German blend) in the world; while 
the Russian race, apart from conquest, 
will not exceed 300,000,000, and the 
others, increasing more slowly still, 
will lao- far behind." France a century 
hence will probably number about 42,- 
000 000 a°ninst 36,500,000 now, and 
Spam 22.000,000 
against 17,000,000 


now, 
and 
Australia 
30,000,000 to 


3,000,000 now.— Chicago Tribune.

It represents 
tbe naval hero as having just stepped out 
from tbe boat that conveyed him from 
the ship Lawrence to tbe ship Niagara, 
standing aalless ttpon tbe deck ol the 
latter vessel with npralsed hand, giving 
directions to the men aloft to BO trim 
the sails as to enable him to run alona- 
side o! tbe enemy. Tbe statne isbronse, 
weighs about fonr tons, and is located 
opposite tbe Perry mansion.

We now come to Gunnlson, tbe chief city of 


Western Colorado, where tbe river comes 
down. Sculptured cliff! rise near and xbrupt, 
but elsewhere tbe mountains are far away. 
Those to tbe north and southeast bave their 
long line of irregular summits capped with 
•now, whilebetween tbe bills runs tbe valley 
occupied by the Gunnlson river on its way to 
tbe Grand, and by which tbe railway enters 
the rich farming lands of the newly opened 
reservation, and tbe Territory of Utah. Ae 
we approach the city we perceive that It con- 
sists of two distinct parts, witta a gap of a 
half mile between them. Tbe city stands In 
the middle of a level park, 8,000 feet above the 
sea. Tbe majority of tbe house* are frame, 
some of pretentious size. We bave not seen a 
cleaner, more regular, ooiy looking city In 
tbe Suite. It Is also quite a railroad center. 
It 1> the far-away landscape, nevertheless, 
that holds attention. As we look backward, 
rising above tbe level of the plain upon which 
tbe city Is built, you can span with your vi- 
sion a vast length of the ever-miignlfloent 
Baogoon mountains. Hear at hand we could 
count tbe peaks by dozens.. Gazing at them 
across the dim foreground of sage plain we 
were more and more delighted with their love- 
liness—a word the propriety of which you, 
too. will appreciate wben you bave laid away 
this treasure of memory, one of the most en- 
trancing bits of landscape in Colorado. 
We now pass on to Montrose, The town is 
the center of a very large agricultural district 
which supplies all the valleys for miles around 
The mountains themselves are rocky, sterile 
and too cold for farming; but in the valleys 
•where the descent is always rapid, water Is 
easily led aside in irrigating ditches, and tbe 
eoll la invariably found to be rich and reepon
